TO  WAGE  WAR

CHIASSO.  Switzerland.  Sept.  23. — Ac- 
cording to  late  advices  received  here  all 
Italy  except  a  section  of  the  Socialists 
demanda  the  speedy  opening  of  Tripoli. 
Meantime  the  Italian  government  is 
taking  advantage  of  the  present  oppor- 
tunity to  experiment  In  the  partial  mo- 
bilization of  troops.  The  entire  fleet  la 
ready  for  war.  including  the  smallest 
and  oldeat  ships;  the  coast  fortlflcationa 
have  been  atrehgthened  and  sixty  steam- 
era  have  been  chartered  for  the  trans- 
portation of  36,000  soldiers,  war  mater- 
ial, aeroplanes,  dirigibles  and  Red  Croas 
workers. 

The  contingent  of  soldiers  kept  in  ser- 
vice  after  their  time  had  expired,  with 
the  reserve  called,  brings  the  standing 
army  to  10,000  above  normal.  Tha 
troops  Intended  for  Tripoli  are  centered 
chiefly  In  the  Naj»les,  Sicily  and  Taran- 
to   barracks. 

The  expeditionary  force,  In  addition  to 
the  Infantry,  includes  four  batteries  of 
mountain  artillery,  which  proved  effec- 
tive during  the  war  In  Abyssinia.

Oermeny  la  Mediator. 

BERLIN.  Sept.  25.— Alt  hough  Germa- 
ny has  not  offered  formal  mediation.  It 
la  learned  that  aho  la  exerting  endeavors 
at  Rome  and  Constantinople  to  bring 
about  a  peaceful  settlement  of  the  con- 
troversy between  Turkey  and  Italy  over 
Tripoli.  Germany  regards  hostilities  be- 
tween these  two  countries  as  a  menace 
to  European  peace,  since  It  probably 
would  be  followed  by  an  outburdat  In 
the  Balkans,  into  which  Austria,  Hun- 
gary and  the  other  powers  might  be 
drawn. 

Germany  advocates  Turkish  recogni- 
tion of  Italy's  special  Interests  In  her 
abandonment  of  opposition  to  the  econo- 
mic development  of  Tripoli  by  Italy  and 
also  of  the  class  recognition  by  th*  lat- 
ter country  of  Turkish  sovereignty. 

Germany's  position  is  delicate,  as  she 
Is  bound  by  an  alliance  to  Italy  aad 
pledged  to  boar  friendship  to  Turkey.

Explosion  First 
it  Is  now  considered  almost  establish- 
ed   that     the    disaster    was    due    to      the 
deflagration   of    "B"    powder,    as    in    the 
case   of    the   lena. 

Towards  6  o"clock  Ihe  watch  perceived 
a  dense  smoke  coming  from  the  fore 
pail  of  the  ship,  lie  reported  this  to 
the  officers,  who  promptly  ordered  that 
the  magazines  be  flooded  us  a  first  pre- 
caution. The  men  whose  duty  it  was  to 
open  the  sea  valves  returned  preclpi- 
tmety,  saying  that  It  was  Impossible 
to  carry  out  the  orders  on  account  of 
the  thick,  poisonous  fumes  rising  from 
the  magazine. 

Word   of   the  danger   flew  from   mouth 

to  mouth  Men  rushed  to  the  bonis  or 
Jumped  Into  the  sen.  At  this  juncture 
help  arrived  from  the  other  ship*,  and 
the  officers  of  the  Liberie,  decided  to 
make  another  effort  to  conquer  the  fire. 
The  bugler  was  ordered  to  sound  the 
rally.  The  spirit  of  discipline  was  so 
excellent  that  the  men  who  hnd  Jumped 
overboard  asked  the  boats  which  picked 
them  up  to  put  them  back  aboard  the 
Uberte. 

Some  idea  of  the  violence  of  the  ex- 
plosion may  be  had  from  the  fact  that 
the  officer 'commanding  the  gunnery 
scout  ship  Foudre,  anchored  three  kilo- 
metres 11.88  miles)  from  the  Uberte, 
was  killed  on  his  own  quarterdeck  by  a 
fragment  of  shell  hurled  from  the  Ub- 
erte, and  two  sailors  standing  beside 
him  were  wounded. 

There  was  a  roll  call  of  the  remnant 
of  the  crew  of  the  Uberte  on  board  the 
battleship  Suffren  today.  The  acene 
was  pitiful,  as  many  of  the  men  were 
Injured  ond  most  of  them  were  In  tears. 
Experts  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
fire  on  the  Uberte  was  not  the  cauae. 
but  the  result,  of  the  explosion.  Eye- 
witnesses say  that  it  was  not  until  af- 
ter the  minor  explosions  that  smoke  was 
seen  Issuing  from   the  ship. 

A  ferryboat  with  more  than  a  hundred 
workmen  on  board  was  nearly  involved 
In  the  disaster.  As  It  was  nearlns;  the 
Uberte  smoke  snd  flames  were,  observed 
from  the  battleship,  and  the  captain 
Immediately  reversed  -his  engines,  re- 
moving the  boat   from   the  danger  xone.

'I  could  not  say  off  hand,"  replied 
Mr.  Dean.  "To  do  so  I  would  have  to 
go  over  the  whole  field  of  Investigation 
very  much  as  this  commission  pro- 
poses to.  All  that  I  can  say  now  !• 
that  I  regard  this  Wild  Land  tax  aa 
too  high  and  not  based  on  any  correct 
economic  principle." 

"But  do  you  not  think,"  asked  Com- 
missioner Melkln.  'that  any  reduction 
In  the  Wild  Land  tax  would  Increase 
speculation  In  the  wild  lands  of  the 
province  to  disadvantage  of  the  bona 
fide  settler?" 

Mr.   Dean  did   not 


Increment  added  year  by  year.  Would 
not  the  Investor  get  oft  better  ■•■by  the 
former  process  than  by  the  latter? 

Mr.  Deans  reply  wag  that  the  one 
method  would  be  that  of  expediency 
and  the  other  superior  In  principle  and 
more  Just.  He  could  not  say  how, 
comparatively,  the  Investor  would  be 
affected. 

"Do  you  hold  any  wild  land  now?" 
inquired  Chairman  Ellison. 

Mr.  Dean's  response  was  that  he  be- 
lieved h«  had  a  half- interest  in  about 
six  hundred  acres  of  wild  land  on  the 
Skeena.  Ho  far  as  his  personal  inter- 
est was  affected,  he  did  not  care  a  rap 
On  what  principle  the  taxation  was 
made.  As  between  Commissioner  Mc- 
Phlllips'  hypothetical  eases,  he  would 
Bay  uBsesa  on  the  actual  value  of  the 
land.

"If  It  should  Increase  speculation  In 
our  wild  lands,"  said  he,  "what  harm 
resulto?" 

"Would  It  not  operate  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  the  settler."  pursued  Mr. 
Malkln. 

Mr.  Dean  thought  not.  The  pre-emp- 
tof  himself  was  td  a  certain  extent  a 
■peculator  In  his  holding,  aa  shown  by 
the  small  percentage  of  land  which  he 
brought  under  cultivation.  Very  often 
he  cleared  and  worked  only  J«»t 
enough  of  his  pre-emption  to  bring  H 
outelde  the  operation  of  the  Wild  Land 
tax. 

"In  the  assessment  and  taxation  of 
wild  landa,"  asked  Commissioner  Ln- 
grln,  "would  ycAi  differentiate  between 
wild  lands  close  to  population  centres 
and  wild  landa  In  remote  areas  of  the 
province?" 

Mr.  Dean  thought  that  the  rata 
should  be  adjusted  in  respect  to  the 
valuation  given  the  land  by  contiguity 
0*  otherwise. 

"Another  thing  about  taxation  gen- 
erally." said  he.  "Is  that  so  long  as 
the  assessment  valuation  Is  Just  and 
equitable,  the  rata  la  an  Immaterial 
factor,  as  It  rails  on  all  alike.  Tha 
whole  point  is  the  absolute  equity  of 
the  valuation  and  incidence.  Taxation 
should  be  at  tha  game  rate,  whethar 
oh  cultivated  and  developed  land  or 
wild  land,  the  necessary  variation  ba- 
ins: in  the  valuation." 

Tavore  High  Sat* 
Mr.  Dean  proceeded  to  explain  that 
he  was  not  one  believing  In  the  neces- 
sarily beneficial  effects  of  a  low  taxa- 
tion rate.  On  tha  contrary,  he  favored 
a  high  rate  and  wlae  and  Judicious  ra- 
expenditure  of  tha  derived  moneys  for 
H  4  advantage  and  development  of  the 
country.  Better  a  high  rata  of  tax*-* 
Hon,  rtth  co-lncidMit  rapid  progress 
and  improvement  throughout  tha 
country  than  to  drat  things  along  by 
contra  policy. 

That  there  might  be  two  ahafea  of 
wild  land  taxation  was  pointed  out  by 
Cotntntesloiier  McPhllllpe.  Would  Mr. 
Dean  regard  It  as  preferable  to  con- 
tinue ussesstnjr  and  taxing  wild  landa 
on  the  basis  of  a  •%  more  or  leaa  on 
a  flat  general  valuation  throughout  tbe 
province,  or— aa  opposed  to  this  plan

Commissioner  Malum,  "that  the  4% 
tax  has  the  effect  of  making  the  in- 
vestor  in   larjre   tracts  of  wild  land   sell 

j  the  more  rapidly  than  would  a  smaller 

'  tax?" 

Mr.  Dean  did  not.  The  Investor  In  a 
large  way,  he  remarked,  was  looking 
for  large  profits  and  took  the  tax  into 
consideration  fully  in  going  into  his 
investment. 

"If,"  said  he,  "you  tell  an  Investor  he 
can  buy  so  many  hundred  acres  at  $10 
per  acre  and  the  wild  land  tax  will  be 
t%  he  Is  more  encouraged  to  Invest 
than  If  you  say  the  land  will  cost  hi\i 
say  $8  an  acre     srhd     the     tax  will  be 

4%." 

In  qloslng  his  evidence- ln-chlef,  Mr. 
Dean   brought  to   the  attention  of   the 
commission  a     curious     miscarriage  of 
justice  encountered  while  he  was  mak- 
ing certain   valuations  for  the  city   of 
Victoria  recently.     A  street  had  to  be 
extended  and  In  the     expropriation  of 
lands   for   this   purpose   two   lots   were 
run   through,   with   the  result  that   the 
owners  were  left  strips  of  but  seven- 
teen   feet    width   and     120   feet     depth. 
Under   the  existing  local  improvement 
law,   the   burden     for     walks,     etc.,   by 
frontage  charge,   fell   disproportionate- 
ly upon  these  strips;  while  a  lot  which 
under      normal      valuation     conditions 
should  be  worth  11.976,  taking  into  ac- 
count  the   tax     levies     against     theae 
strips,  was  reduced  in  value  to  $740.40. 
It  was  to  be     expected     that     the  city 
would    shortly     make     application   for 
such  changes  in   the  law  as  would  do 
away    with   such   miscarriages   of   Jus- 
tice;   and  as   the  province   might  pos- 
sibly   be    confronted    by    similar    prob- 
lems In  dealing  with  such  unorganised 
districts  as  Esqulmalt,  he  brought  the 
matter  to  the  notice  of  the     commis- 
sion, tiling  a  copy  of  the  report  that  he 
had  lately  rrtade  to  the  city  authorities. 
Question   of  Xswome   Tax 
"Are   there     any   other     features   of 
taxation    to    which    you      have     given 
special  attention?"  asked  Commission- 
er  Lugrln.     "What   have   you   thought 
about  the  Income  tax?" 

"I  have  thought  It  all  right,  so  long 
us  It  is  equitably  and  Justly  propor- 
tionate. Broadly  the  same  remark  ap- 
plies to  the  Personal  Property  tax. 
Everyone  should  bear  a  fair  and  Just 
proportion  of  the  costs  of  govern- 
ment." 

"Do  vou  think."  asked  Commissioner 
McPhllllps.  "that  the  abolition  Of  the 
Personal  Property  tax  would  operate 
advantageously  to  the  country  in  the 
encouragement  of  settlers  to  come  In? 

•No."  aald  Mr.  Dean,  "and  it  would  not 
be  fair  and  honest;  Let  the  Incoming 
settler  feel  that  he  is  expected  to  take 
up  his  fair  products  of  the  costs  of  run- 
ning the  country.  If  he  Is  of  the  right 
stuff  he  will  expect  nothing  else.  And 
why  should  the  man  who  Is  here  now 
be  asked  to  pay  for  the  newcomer  as 
well  as  for  himself.  It  would  not  be 
just  or  equitable."  * 

Mr.  H.  O.  Wilson,  president  of  tbe 
.Victoria  Board  of  Trade,  was  first, 
heard  in  the  afternoon,  and  brought  to 
tbe  notice  of  the  commission,  a  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  board  on  January 
iird  last,  upon  the  motion  of  Messrs. 
Pauline  and  Lelaer.  to  the  following 
effect: 

"That  this  Board  recommends  that  the 
tax  on  atocka  of  merchandise  be  abol- 
ished; and  that  the  exemption  under  the 
Income  Tax  be  increased  to  |2.600.' 

Mr.    Wilson      eXpreaaed      himself    as 
convinced   that    the   best     interests,  of 
business  and   of  the  country   would  be 
promoted  by  the  elimination  of  the  tax- 
ation on  atocka  of  merchandlae,  which 
taxation   waa  only  adopted     when  the 
financial    necessities     of    the    province 
were   prcsslng-^-e,   tin*     happily   paat. 
At  present  it  wag  'neceesary     for   the 
British  Columbia  wholeealera  to  earty 
Much  larger  atocka  than  uaual,  and  if 
taxation  had  toba  paid  on  these  atocka 
at  the  year's  end.  it  became  a  very  ear- 
loua    matter.     There   might     be    soma 
linea  Of  business  In  which  stocks  could 
be   reduced,   but  certainly     not  in   the 
wholesale  grocery  trade,  in  which  front 
November  to  March  the  Urgebt  atocka 
of   the   year    were   necessarily   carried.

Business  Stooks 
Mr.  F.  A.  Pauline  traced  the  history 
of  the  luxation  of  business  r  took  a, 
whether  owned  by  the  merchant  or  as 
>et  unpaid  for.  When  the  last  taxa- 
tion commission  was  investigating' 
conditions,  the  chairman  had  been 
asked  If  this  was  intended.  and  the 
then  Chairman  (Mr.  O&rter-Cotton)  had 
replied  affirmatively.  The  country 
needed  the  money  and  it  was  Intended 
to  tax  everything  In  .sight.  The  neces- 
sily  for  money  then  admitted,  had  now 
passed,  anil  mans  appeals  had  been 
made  to  the  government  for  the  remis- 
sion of  a  tax  well  understood  to  be 
merely  temporary.  In  January  the  gov- 
ernment had  said  that  nothing  could 
then  be  done,  hut  that  this  present 
Commission  would  be  appointed  to  go 
carefully  Into  all  taxation  matters.  The 
principal  argument  against  such  tax- 
ation of  stocks  was  that  it  was  inequi- 
table. The  tax  was  much  larger  than 
If  the  government  taxed  the  merchant's 
Income.  He  knew  of  merchants  paying 
four  or  five  times  as  much  by  this  im- 
post than  they  would  legitimately  un- 
der Income.  His  own  firm  had  last 
year  paid  about  $S'(t,  whereas  if  they 
had  paid  under  income  the  charge  would 
have  been  J50  or  $60.  And  he  knew  of 
other  Instances  of  the  inequitable. 
Again  the  collection  of  this  tax  oper- 
ated In  restraint  of  trade,  as  merchants 
would  try  to  keep  their  stocks  down 
about  the  time  when  the  assessor  might 
be  looked  for.  And  it  was  a  bar  to  busi- 
ness enterprise.  The  very  fact  that  It 
was  an  alternative  tax  indicated  Its  un- 
wisdom. The  fact  that  the  government 
should  have  a  choice,  seemed  an  undig- 
nified   proceeding. 

As  regarded  the  Income  Tax  exemp- 
tion, while  the  sum  mentioned  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  resolution  was  $2,500, 
there  had  been  considerable  difference 
4ff  opinion  on  this  head,  from  $1,500  to 
$2,500  being  variously  favored. 

"With  reference  to  merchants  letting 
their  stocks  run  down  for  the  sake  of 
saving  this  tax  of  1-2  to  1  per  cent," 
said  Hon.  Mr.  Ellison.  "Is  that  good 
business?"  ' 

It  might  be  so.  Mr.  Pauline  replied. 
The  merchant  knew  for  a  settled  fact 
that  he  was  going  to  be  taxed  that  1-2 
of  I  per  cent,  but  he  did  not  know 
equally  as  a  fact  that  he  would  make  a 
profit   of   any   sort   on   the   stocks. 

I"V*>uld  you  place  the  merchant  In  any 
different  position  than  that  of  others  in 
!  respect  to  the  personal  property  tax?" 
inquired    Commissioner    Lugrin. 

"I  would  not,"  was  the  reply.  "I 
should  exempt  all." 

"And    what    would    you    substitute    for 
the   Personal    Property   tax?" 
"Income  tax." 
"On   the  present  basis?" 
"I  cannot  say.     I  have  never  yet  been 
taxed    on    Income.     I    have   always   paid 
much    more    under    the    other    classifica- 
tion." 

Mr.  Pauline  continued  that  he  favored 
graduated  income  taxation,  with  an  ex- 
emption of  not  less  than  $1,60»).  The"* 
substitution  of  the  Income  for  the  per- 
sonal property  tax  would  lead  to  more 
equitable  adjustments  all   round. 

"And  just  how  would  you  define  in- 
come?" asked  Commissioner  Lugrin. 

"Profit  from  whatever  source  derived 
—through  the  practice  of  a  profession, 
by    way.,Hof    business.      Investment,    etc. 

I  The  present  taxation  of  carried  stocks 
often  led  to  dual  taxation,  the  whole- 
saler and  the  retailer  both  paying  on  the 
same   stock." 

Aa  Erroneous  Theory 
"That  is  an  erroneous  and  an  exploded 
theory  altogether,"  Interjected  Surveyor 
McKllllgan.  "It  Is  not  the  stock  that 
pays  at  all,  but  the  ownership  in  the 
stock." 

As  to  the  personal  property  tax,  Mr. 
Pauline  held  that  considering  the  diffi- 
culty and  cost  of  collection,  and  the 
frequent  lack  of  collection,  the  govern, 
ment  would  be  Just  aa  well  off  without 
this  tax  at  all.  / 

"Is  it  not  In  fact  the  employer  rather 
than  the  employs  who  often  pays?" 
asked   Commissioner    McPhllllps. 

Mr.  Pauline  had  never  known  of  such

There    Is    one    outstanding    fact,    how- 
ever,  which   calls   for  serious   considera- 
tion  and   united    action    on    the   part      of 
Canadians.       The     provinces     which     de- 
cided   most    strongly       for      reciprocity. 
Alberta    and    Saskatchewan,    the    young- 
est     partners      in      Confederation,      are 
largely    peopled    by    aliens    whose      sole 
object,    for    the    most    part,    In    swearing 
alllegance    to    the    Crown    was    the      ac- 
quisition    of     free  farms.

They 
also  came  for  the  land,  and  in  many  In- 
stances   have    yet    to    demonstrate    that 
they   appreciate    the   obligation    they   as- 
sumed   when   declaring    their    Intentions 
to    become    British    subjects.      Still    an- 
other contingent  Is  made  up  of  citizens 
of    the    United    States    whu    bring    with 
them   all    the   prejudices  against   British 
institutions    which    they    Imbibed      with 
their   mother's    milk.      We   have   to   deal 
with    these    people    and    teach  .them    the 
privileges    of    Canadian    citizenship    and 
Its    responsibilities.      Let    our    energies 
be   devoted    to    the    education    of     these 
Citizens    In    embryo.      Be    It    our   aim    to 
impress   upon    their   minds    the    import- 
ance of   Canada  as   an    Integral    part    of 
the  British   Empire,   to  Instil   In   them  a 
conviction   that   Canada   stands   for  Jus- 
tice,  protection    and    fair    dealing,    and 
give  them   to  understand   once   and    for 
.„  All    that    the    blessings    of    peace      and 
liberty    which    we   extend    to    them    can 
only  be  enjoyed  by  those  who  honor  the 
Union  Jack  and  all   that   It  stands   for. 
Lot  no  make  them  proud  of  the  privi- 
lege  of   calling    themselves    citizens    of 
Canada,    for    when    they    have    learned 
to  love  Canada  then  their  education  as 
British   subjects   will  be  complete.

Will  necessitate  very 
extensive  and   expensive   public   works. 
There  Will  be  miles  upon  miles  of  high- 
ways   to   be   built   and    many    bridges. 
There  Will  be .  schooihouees,  courthouses, 
government   offices   and   all   the    other 
thing*  essential  to  the  conduct  of  pub- 
lic business.     The  expense  of  the  offi- 
cial staff  required  for  csrrylng  oh  af- 
fairs   will    be   conslderbale.

Many  thing*  will  have  to 
be  takes  Into  aooount,    There  Is  a  pop- 
uj*r  dsenand  tor  the  reduotlpn  ef  dlnsjrt 


In   an    Interview,    which   he    has   given 
the   Colonist,    the   Duke     of     Sutherland 
speaks   of    his   interest    In    bringing    set- 
tlers from   the   United  Kingdom   to  Can- 
ada,   and    he    includes    British    Columbia 
In  the  purview  of  his  plans.     Every  Ca- 
nadian   will    be    In    sympathy    with    this 
Idea.     We    want    British    BettlerB.        His 
Grace    seems    to    have   a    preference    for 
Scotsmen,   which   possibly   Is   not  wholly 
unnatural;   but  he  has   facts  to  support 
him    In    this.     Experience    with    settlers 
from   Scotland    In    the   eastern    provinces 
shows   that   of  all   new-comers   they  are 
the   least   likely    to  become   discouraged 
by  hardships  and   disappointments.     In- 
stances could  be  cited     where     settlers 
from   Scotland,   who   were  by  no  means 
well  placed  In  respect  to  locality  In  Ca- 
nada,  have   persevered  against  very  ad- 
verse conditions  and  achieved     success. 
They  do  not   readily   give  up,   and   they 
are  not  willing  to  sacrifice  the  result  of 
their    work,    the    latter    quality    leading 
them  to  stick     out     against     conditions 
which   would    discourage    people    of   al- 
most every  other  nationality.     When  the 
Irish     can  be  induced  to  go  upon     the 
land   they   exhibit     excellent     qualities, 
but  again,  apeaklng  from  experience  in 
the  past,  they  are  somewhat  inclined  to 
drift  to  the  cities  and  work  for  wages 
In     preference     to     becoming     farmers. 
There  sre  many  conspicuous  exceptions, 
and  It  would  not  be  difficult  to  mention 
localities,  settled  wholly  by  Immigrants 
from  Inland,  which  ar*  now  very  pros- 
perous.    There  ar*  Englishmen  and  Eng- 
lishmen,  When  it  comes  to  speaking  of 
their  fitness  for  pioneer  work  in  a  coun- 
try like  British  Columbia.     Here  again 
eastern  experience  serves  a*  *  guide.  A 
resourceful    Englishman    makes   an    ad- 
mirable settler,  but  for  eome  reason  or 
other  there  ar*  not  a*  many  of  this  type 
as  could  be  desired.     If  His  Grace  Will 
investigate   the  facta,   he  will  find  that 
almost  any  Scotsman  can  make  *  suc- 
cess  at   farming   In    this   saw  country 
under  pioneer     conditions,     that     most 
Irishmen  will  do  the  earn*  If  the  hire  of 
the  city  doc*  not  draw  thorn  away,  and 
that  a  certain  type  of  Englishmen  wilt 
also  do   so.

It  seema  to  me  that 
if  incomea  up  to  $2500  were  exempt  It 
would  exclude  a  larjje  number  who  are 
well  able  to  pay  and  should  pay  their 
Share  of  the  cost  of  government.  Per- 
sonally 1  should  like  to  see  any  shortage 
that  may  occur  through  the  abolition  or 
reduction  of  the  Feraonal  1'ruperty  and 
income  taxes  offset  and  ultimately 
wholly  made  up  through  taxation  or 
the  natural  reaourcea  of  the  country. 
Thla  province  haa  been  unusually  bleaa- 
ed  with  auch  natural  reaourcea  as  coal, 
minerals,  timber,  etc.  The  total  amount 
now  derived  through  Income  and  Per- 
sonal Property  taaea  la  very  small  com- 
paratively and  this. amount  might  be 
overcome  by  increasea  of  or  a  new  tax 
upon  the  natural  resource*  ©#  M»e  coun- 
try, impoaed  upon  a  fair  and  equitable 
hiiHis.  Thla  would  be  a  unique  achieve- 
ment In  government  and  woulu— oealdea 
giving  the  gorernnienl  needed  revenue 
-be  an  a,dvertlaement  of  the  greateat 
value  for  the  province  In  the  eyea  of 
the  outside  world,  sufficiently  valuable 
aa  an  advertiaement  to  atone  for  any 
thing  which   might  be  aald  against  it." 

"Would  you  auggest  any  new  sourcea 
of  taxation,  with  regard  .to  natural  re- 
sources T'  aaked  Commissioner  Lugrin. 

Mr.  Ker  replied  that  he  had  not 
thought  about  it  la  detail;  ha  favored 
the  principle  and  thought  It  practical. 
Aa  to  the  Income  tax,  lie  considered 
an  exemption  of  $1600  placing  !t  at  the 
outalde  ngure.  All  ehould  pay  their  fair 
Share  Ot  the  costs  Of  government.  Mis 
firm  had  paid  tsxes  of  many  of  its 
employees,  and  he  had  yet  to  -.ear  the 
first  complaint  of  unfairness  or  hard, 
ship  liuths  collection  of  the  Provincial 
Revenue  tax.  Men  esrnln«  H  a  day  and 
over  were  not  fairly  entitled  to  exemp- 
tion from  contribution  to  the  costs  of 
government.  Mis  suggestion  to-Ute  com- 
mission w»s  thfct  it  s%pul<  malts  a  rev* 
enue  derive*  through  taxnUon  of  the 
natural  'resources  of  the  province  the 
ultimate  goal. 

Commissioner  McPhlUlps  pointed  out 
that  coal  now  coat  the  British  Colum- 
bia consumer  $7.60  per  ton,  even  thla 
near  the  mines  and.  with  bOUi  water 
and  rail  transportation.  Might  not  the 
colliery  proprietors,  if  the  taxation  of 
coal  were  increased,  adjust  their  prices 
«u  as  JBrnrln*  the  burden  In  the  final 
reckoning  upon  the  consumer? 

Mr.  ater  anawered  that  It  would  then 
be  a  duty  of  the  government  to  inveetl- 
gats  (With  a  view  to  learning  whether 
the  eolilery  proprietors,  wers  not  making 
an  exeesslvs  profit.  Me  did  not  think  the 
Vt "J*r  .vlnolal  Revenue  tax  ehould  be 
•iSrmpted  or  reduced,  aa  it  wss  tne  only 
way  l»  mee*-,elleei  resident*  eootrlaei- 
tera    '.«    Lte   giajWi?  f  CStscMssat,   tla 


generally  favored  the  reduction  of  gen- 
eral taxation  aa  much  aa  possible. 

Hon.  !•:.  O.  Prior  held  that  It  would 
be  a  good  thing  if  the  Peraonal  Property 
tax  could  be  eliminated.  It  certainly 
would  be  a  drawing  card  to  Induce  peo- 
ple to  come  Into  the  Country.  He  agreed 
with  Messrs.  Ker.  Wilson  and  Paulina 
that  the  taxation  of  natural  resourcee 
might  advantageoualy  be  made  to  bear 
a  greater  portion  of  the  expenses  of 
the  country.  But  in  Baying  thla  he  would 
not  auggeat  the  elimination  of  the  In- 
come tax.  aa  ue  thought  that  everyone 
making  a  fair  income  ahould  pay  a 
reasonable  proportion  of  the  taxation 
therefrom.  Aa  to  the  exemption  under 
dlacuaalon  he  thought  $1(00  quite 
enough.  With  respect  to  the  taxation  of 
carried  merchandise— atooks.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  merchants  here  were 
forced  to  carry  much  heavier  atocka 
than  their  confrere*  of  the  eaet,  cloae 
to  the  manufacturers. 

Aa  to  the  auggested  taxstlon  of  nat- 
ural resourcee,  it  must  be  borne  tn 
mind  that  herein  always  existed  a  dan- 
ger of  retarding  the  development  of  tihe 
country  through  those  reaourcea.  He  did 
not  regard  the  Provincial  Revenue  tax 
—or  poll  tax— of  $t  as  any  hardahip 
upon  anyone.  Nor  had  he  heard  any  real 
complaint  concerning  it.  He  believed  In 
the  Single  tax  principle  as  geulng  af- 
ter the  men  holding  lands  for  specu- 
lation solely.  As  for  the  wild  lands, 
moat  of  them  wers  held  for  speeulstlon 
and  should  be  required  to  psy  the  • 
per  cent.  tax.  aiven  a  fair  valuation  on 
the  land  and  thla  present  tax  was  not 
St  ail  out  of  the  way.     ■ 

"Would  you  sxtend  the  exemption  of 
improvements  to  the  farms)  aaked 
Comtnlsslonsr  Lugrin. 

"The  man  who.  Improves  his  farm 
should  be  given  alike  fair  considera- 
tion," waa  the  reply. 

Mr.  Simon  Lelaer,  ex-preaident  of  the 
board  of  trade,  disagreed  with  that 
body's  reaolutlon  inaamuch  sa  it  Wss 
his  Opinion  that  $1800  should  represent 
the  maximum  exemption' under  the  In- 
come tax,  eapeclally  aa  one-sixth,  of  a 
man's  Income  waa  now  exempt  If  the 
exemption  were  mad*  $1800  sll  should 
be  satisfied.  He  objected  to  the  taxation 
of  carried  merchandise  stocks  aa  dla- 
oouraglng  many,  to  come  Into  buetness, 
sad  referred  to  the  inucb-abueed  Com- 
panies Act  as  a  splendid  steoe  of  legis- 
lation muoh  to  the  eredlt  of  the  gov- 
ernment. Me  favored  the  total  auolttlon 
of  the  Personal  Property  tax  and  the 
derivation  of  the  revenue  by  some  other 
method.  With  regard  to  the  Provincial 
Revenue  tax;  It  wee  s  splendid  tax  and 
should  not  be  reduced  but  on  the  con- 
trary Increased.

Master  Alexander  Blows  off  Fingers  of 

Left   Band    With   Shotgun — Hunters 

Bnjoy  Splendid  Sport 

Master  Alexander,  a  young  colored 
boy,  was  the  victim  of  a  shooting  acci- 
dent as  a  result  of  the  usual  week-end 
outing.  He  had  two  of  the  fingers  of 
his  left  hand  blown  off,  was  hurried 
from  the  brush  to  the  Metchosln  road 
by  his  companion,  and  the  two,  being 
fortunate  enough  to  encounter  Mr.  W.  J. 
Wilkerson.  who  was  in  his  automobile, 
were  brought  to  town  quickly.  The  in- 
jured Iwii  reoolvori — the  iiwuMfy  modl- 
col  attention  within  two  hours  of  the 
time,  of  the  occurrence.  He  Is  at  the 
Jubilee  hospital  and  is  said  to  be  getting 
along   well. 

Two  accounts  or  the  accident  are  cur- 
rent. One  of  these  is  to  the  effect  that 
the  trigger  of  the  boy's  loaded  gun 
caught  in  a  twig  as  he  was  dragging  It 
behind  him  over  a  fallen  log.  The 
other  is  to  the  effect  that  a  branch, 
having  caught  In  the  muzzle  of  the  fire- 
arm, he  put  his  hand  over  it  to  clear  it 
when  the  hammer  inadvertently  fell. 
Whichever  is  the  correct  version  hunters 
concur  in  the  opinion  that  It  will  be  a 
salutory  lesson  to  those  inexperienced  in 
the  use  of  the  shotgun  because  both 
furnish  practical  Illustrations  of  the  out- 
come of  carelessness.  It  Is  considered 
that  Master  Alexander  was  very  lucky 
to  ebvHpe  with  hie  lire.

Wash.,  to 
see  the  first  Steel  plant  that  baa  aver 
been  built  and  operated;  west  of  the 
Rockies.  Mr.  Fred  Phillips,  the  finan- 
cial representative  of  The  Western 
Steel  Corporation  hag  been  In  Victoria 
for  several  weeks,  arranging  for  the 
trip, 

Mr.  Phillips  states  that  the  plant  new 
In  operation,  was  only  a  unit,  that  It 
was  the  intention  of  the  corporation 
and  plana  were  now  being  prepared,  to 
increase  the  capacity  of  the  plant  from 
one  hundred  and  fifty  tons^of  finished 
steel  per  day,  which  it  was  now  turning 
out.  to  one  thousand  tons  per  day. 
Continuing.  Mr.  Phillips  said  one  hardly 
realises  what  an  undertaking  it  is  to 
bring  to  a  successful  basis  the  building 
of  the  stesl  industry  in  the  west,  it 
needs  the  accumulation  of  large  bodies 
of  the  raw  material,  such  as  Iron' ore, 
coal,  .limestone  and  dolomite,  and  the

have  united  with  their  husbands  and 
brother,  and  fathers  m  try  to*  to  make 
of  their  town  one  of  tha  greatest  and 
best  cities  of  Canada.  They  nave  for- 
med an  auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 
The  full  title  of  their  society  ie  "The) 
Woman's  Civic  Qlub  of  the  Lethbrldge 
Board  of  Trade,"  and  It  began  with  a 
membership  of  one  hundred  and  forty. 
Unlike  moat,  women  clubs,  thie  Civic 
Club  commences  Its  work  with  money  In 
the  treasury.  The  dttkens  granted 
twenty-nve  thousand  dollara  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  for  publicity  purpose*, 
and  nsrt  of  this  aum  has  been  given  to 
Its  auxllliary.    . 

One  of  the  alms  of  the  club  is  to  se- 
cure  for  Lethbrldge  the  meeting  of  the 
HU*jnAtiona:  Dry  ITartnera'  «>««»*«  «*» 
1912.  Ae  the  little  olty  would  not  have 
hotel  accommodation  for  nearly  all  who 
would  come  to,  this  meeting  the  mem- 
bers of  the  club  and  their  friends  would. 
If  the  Congress  met  In  Lethbrldge,  throw 
open  their  homes  to  the  visitors. 

But  this  is  not  the  only  or  chief  pur- 
pone  of  the  organisation.  The  ladies 
have  consulted  with  the  merchants.  On 
their  part,  they  engage  to  set  on  foot 
a  "Buy  at  Home"  campaign,  while  the 
merchants  promise  to  keep  in  stock 
goods  of  line  quality  at  reasonable 
prices  and   to   nil   orders    promptly. 

Another  of  the  alms  of  tills  civic 
club  is  to  make  Lethbrldge  a  spotless 
city.  Anyone  Who  has  ever  lived  In  a 
coal  mining  town  will  realize  how  hard 
the  members  will  have  to  work  if  this 
aim  is  t<>  t>e  tfiillated.

Helpers  weeded. 
In  every  charitable  society  the  bur- 
den of  the  work  falls  on  the  few.  Others 
may  contribute  to  Us  funds,  but  these 
women  must  use  the  money  paid  In 
wisely.  In  large  cities  such  work  Is 
usually  entrusted  to  salaried  officials, 
and  one  cannot  but  think  there  is  loss 
as  well  as  gain  In  this.  Kindness  and 
sympathy  cannot  be  bought  with  money 
and  efficient  administration,  lacking 
these,  will  not  accomplish  the  end  de- 
Sired.  But  the  voluntary  worker's  place 
cannot  ulways  be  filled  when  she  growe 
old  or  falls  HI,  or  removes  from  the 
city.

lag  away.   Indeed  there  Is  a  danger  that 
by   some    people.   In  some   places  a   weak 
sentlmentallsm    will    make    the    criminal 
a  subject   of   pity,    If  not  of   foolish  ad- 
miration.      We   must   not  confuse   right 
and    wrong.     The   thief,    the    robber,    the 
man    who    Injures    his    neighbor    in    any 
way,   should   be   punished   for     his     own 
sake,    if   not   for   that   of   society.        The 
way   of    the    transgressor    is    hard,    most 
of  us   have    found   out   to   our   own   sor- 
row,  but   also,   for  our  own  good.     The 
aim   of  all    punishment,      nature      Itself 
teaches  us,   should   be  reform.        Society 
commits  a  crime  when  it  sends  any  In- 
dividual   back    more    confirmed    In    evil 
habits   and   Ailed   with   a     worse      spirit 
than  before  he  was  arrested.     This  has 
been   recognUed    by   all    civilised      coun- 
tries  where   the   crime   committed      has 
been  a  grave  one.     In   the   penitentiary 
men    are    tought    trades.     In    Canada    a 
system  of  parole  has  been  In  force  for 
many  years  and  the  prisoner  who  shows 
that  he  Is  penitent  and  wishes  to  lead  a 
new   life  Is   allowed   to   begin    It   before 
his  term  of  Imprisonment  Is  completed. 
Work  Is  found  for  him  and  he  is  watch- 
ed and  helped  till  he  has  proved  his  fit- 
ness to  take  his  place  among  his  fellows. 
The   privileges  of   parole  have  very  sel- 
dom   been   abused.        Strangely    enough, 
no    such    reformatory    plans    have    been 
adopted  with  those  whose  crimes  are  not 
considered  so  injurious  to  society.     The 
habitual  drunkard,   the   petty   thief,   the 
persistent  Idler,    the   man   who   neglects 
his  children  or  HI  uses  his  wife,  and  the 
Kreat  majority  of  evil-doers  among  wo- 
men  are   confined    for   short   terms   and 
given  mechanical   or  degrading  work   to 
do.     Among  these  sre  often  first  offend- 
ers.    In  our  own   province  these  people 
are  often  glren  outside  work  on  govern- 
ment property.     But  the  publicity  of  the 
chain  gang  Is  likely  to     counterbalance 
the  good  done  to  the  prisoners  by  exer- 
cise In  the  fresh  air. 

A  batter  plan  has  been  taken  by  the 
city  of  Toronto,  which  Is  thus  described 
In  the  Montreal  Witness: 

"The  province  of     Ontario     and     the 
city  of  Toronto  have  each  purchased  a 
three-hundred-acre  farm  where  they  in- 
tend to  place  their  convicts.     Here  thare 
will  be  no  humiliating  uniform,  and,  for 
the  moat  part,  no  locks,  no  bars  or  cells. 
They  will  sat  at  a  common  table  and  abun- 
dance of  good  literature  and   healthful 
recreation  will  be  provided.       A     parole 
board  will  meet  monthly  and  each  man 
has   the  right   to   appear  before   It  and 
show  cause  why  he  should  have  his  con- 
ditional liberty.       Away  from  tha  cruel 
gate  of  the   multitude  ha  will   be  given 
every  opportunity  to     redeem     himself. 
And  thla  will  be  at  his  own  charge,  for 
the  penal   farm  will   he  self-supporting 
or  nearly  so.    For  short-sentence     men 
this  will  be  the  most  wholesome  and  re- 
generating sort  of  outing,  and  will  send 
them  back  Into  life  in  a  fitter  condition 
than  they  have  perhaps  ever  known  be- 
fore, and  having  had  at  least  a  little 
apprenticeship  to  hard   work.       In  the 
case  of  long  or  Indeterminate  sentences, 
which  are  In  many  ways  far  preferable. 
training  should  be  contemplated.      Tha 
more  of  these  enforced    farm    laborers 
that  take  to  rural  life,  no  doubt  tha  hat* 
tar.     Their  doing  so  would  be  evidence 
of  the  excellence  and  attractiveness  of 
the  training  siven.    But  that  will  prob- 
ably not  be  the  future  of  the  majority, 
whose  habits  will  have  been  Well  formed 
in  other  directions.     It  la  therefore  de- 
sirable that   the   training  given  should 
be  aa  varied  as  la  consonant  with  the? 
important  moral  consideration  of  mak- 
ing the  prisoners  self-supporting." 

It  does  seem  to  the  ordinary  person 
that  there  should  hi  no  difficulty  In 
procuring  a  prison  farm  near  Victoria. 
Every  day.  almoat,  men  *re  sentenced 
to  short  terms  in  Jail.  ,  Many  of  these 
When  released  only  take  Up  their  old 
habits,  corrupting  those  with  whom  they 
associate.  Might  It  not  be  that  *  longer 
term,  with  steady  work,  kind  treatment 
and  healthful  surroundings  sststit 
strengthen  weak  wills  and  cure  bad  hab- 
its? Thla  Is  what  tha  plan  has  acoorri- 
pllahed  wherever  It  has  been  faithfully 
triad.

SOME  ANXIETY  FOR 

THE  J.  L  LUCKENBACH 


Vassal  Overdue  on  Way  from  Cape  stoma 
to  Seattle — Was  Formerly  the  Oar- 
man  Steamer  Baals 


Steamer  J.  L..  I.uckenbach,  which  sail- 
ed from  Nome  for  Seattle  September  11 
and  reached  Dutch  harbor  for  coal  four 
days  later,  has  not  yet  been  reported, 
but  officers  of  the  company  yesterday 
expressed  no  alarm  stating  that  the 
quickest  possible  date  at  which  she 
could  reach  Seattle  would  be  Saturday. 
Efforts  of  the  wireless  yesterday  to  lo- 
cate her  through  sighting  by  other  ves- 
sels were  futile. 

The  Luckenbach  was  one  of  the  fast- 
est vessels  on  the  Atlantic  when  she 
was  the  German  steamer  Saale,  operated 
by  the  North  German  Lloyd,  and  was 
good  for  fifteen  knots.  When  she  was 
burned  to  the  water's  edge  off  New 
York  harbor  some  years  ago.  nearly  all 
her.  boilers  were  removed  before  rebuild- 
ing, and  her  speed  was  reduced  to  eight 
knots,  and  this  was  her  average  speed 
when  she  was  brought  around  the  Horn 
a  year  ago  to  be  used  in  the  cOaiOtwise 
trade. 

It  is  not  known  when  she  sailed  from 
Dutch  harbor,  as  she  has  no  wireless  ap- 
paratus, but  officers  of  the  Western 
Alaska  Steamship'  company,  who  hold 
her  charter,  declared  that  she  might 
have  lain  in  the  harbor  two  or  three 
days. 

They  expressed  confidence  yesterday 
that  she  would  arrive  today.  Travelling 
light,  she  may  have  encountered  head 
winds. 

This  Is*%er  last  voyage  under  he* 
preeent  charter.  On  arrival  here  she 
Will  be  transferred  to  W.  R.  Grace  St 
Co.,  who  will  send  her  out  of  fan  Fran- 
cisco.

Cape  of  Oood  Hops  a  hurrtcano  was 
encountered,  which  blew  tremendously 
from  the  westward  and  raised  Immw" 
seas.  Every  atltch  of  canvas  was  blown 
away,  and  aea  after  sea  broke  on  board, 
carrying  with  them  deck  fittings  and 
smashing  up  two  of  the  boats.  The 
hurricane  lasted  for  two  days,  during 
which  time  the  ship  was  dangerously 
near  being  swamped. 

When     the    weather    moderated     the 
crew  started  to  clear  away  the  wreck- 
age and  bent  fresh  sails,  and  while  they 
were  thus  engaged  it   was     discovered 
that  tha  ship  had  sprung  a  bad  leak, 
the  fore  peak  being  nearly  full  of  water. 
The  pumps   were  at   once   manned,    but 
the  water  was  steadily  gaining.  Fortun- 
ately a  new  donkey  boner  had  that  voy- 
age been  fitted  in  the  ship,  this  was  at 
once  put  to  work,  and  It  was  hoped  that 
the  75  tons  of  water  it  could  pump  out 
each   hour    would   keep    the    leak   under. 
Such,    however,    was   not    the   case,    and 
the  men  had   to   work  hard  at   the  hand 
pumps  to  keep  the  ship  afloat.  The  stock 
of  ship's  fuel   was  soon   exhausted,   and 
the  cargo  was  requisitioned  for  running 
the  donkey  boiler.  The  captain  says  had 
it  not  been  for  this  the  ship  would  never 
have    reached    port.    n»lth*r      could      the 
crew    have   held    out    many    days   longer, 
which    can   be   easily    imagined   after    L*5 
days'  hard  pumping: 

Not  long  after  the  arrival  of  the 
Neuilly  in  Melbourne,  the  German  ship 
Olinda  arrived.  She  was  from  Hamburg, 
and  had  also  met  with  similar  weather, 
presumably  being  caught  In  the  same 
hurricane  as  the  Fre..cn  ship.  The  hist 
blast  of  the  hurricane  stripped  every 
bit  of  canvas  off  the  yards  of  the  Olinda, 
and  she  was  running  before  the  gale 
under  bare  poleB  deluged  by  huge  seas, 
the  sport  of  the  elements  us  she  rush- 
ed alontf.  The  man  at  the  wheel  was 
lashed  to  prevent  him  being  washed 
overboard,  which  proved  a  wise  pre- 
caution, for  a  mountainous  sea  swept 
over  the  ship  and  tore  along  the  whole 
length  of  the  deck  currying  devastation 
with  It  everywhere. 

Her  cabins  were  a  mass  of  swirling 
water  when  it  had  gone,  boats  were 
washed  out  of  the  chocks,  wheel-house 
and  comfpass  were  also  swept  away,  and 
the  man  at  the  wheel  was  hanging  by 
his  rope  lashing  over  the  ship's  rail  half 
drowned,  and  in  dire  peril  of  being 
washed  from  his  frail  support.  He  was. 
however,  rescued  by  the  other  members 
of  the  crew.  Fortunately  the  Olinda  did 
not  spring  a  leak,  and  after  the  weather 
moderated  the  crew  were  able  to  tem- 
porarily repair  Its  damages  and  get 
fresh  sails  bent,  and  the  vessel  came 
through  her  trying  ordeal  triumphantly, 
although  the  crews'  trying  and  perilous 
experiences  in  both  cases  were  of  a 
severe  character.  Fortunately  In  neither 
case  was  loss  of  life  to  be  regretted.

After  a  lively  freight  war  on  the 
transpacific  route  theyvarlous  steamship 
companies  have  got  together  and  an 
agreement  has  been  effected  to  restore 
the  rates  that  were  reduced  on  wheat 
and  flour  at  the  beginning  of  next  year. 
The  rates  were  cut  by  the  Nippon  Yusen 
kaisha  following  reductions  made  by 
Japanese  tramp  steamers  which  en- 
tered the   trade  some  time  ago. 

Every  liner  operating  In  the  service 
to  the  Orient  is  booked  with  freight 
to  practically  full  capactiy  until  Janu- 
ary 1  and  there  Is  every  indication  that 
all  export  records  for  any  similar  period 
of  time  will  be  broken  this  fall.  While 
the  business  generally  Increases  in  the 
fall,  It  is  due  largely  to  the  reduction 
of  the  flour  and  wheat  rate,  that  the 
heaviest  shipments  in  years  are  In  view.

Reid  was  a 
man  who  seldom  used  Day's  house.  Day 
stated  that  he  had  been  In  the  navy  but 
it  was  twenty-one  years  ago  and  he 
could  not  recall  If  nuvy  candle  boxes 
then  were  marked  otherwise  than  with 
the  "Broad  arrow."  However,  he  could 
recognize  present-day  candle  boxes 
used  as  navy  stores.  The  candles  sold 
bv   him   were  not    navy  candles.

Engagsd   as   Shipchandler 
Day    had    not    known    Bullock    particu- 
larly  until   this  case  began.     He  recalled 
one  conversation   when   he  went  Into  the 
office  and   told   Bullock  that   he  wss  **>- 
lng  to  send  some  goods  around  that  day 
and  asked   him   to  tell   Mr.   Houston.   The 
goods   delivered   had    no   marks   of  ship's 
name*   on   them.     Witness   was   not    paid 
at  the  time  but   got  a  cheque  later.  Wit- 
ness had  been   In  Esquimau   for  twenty- 
one    years      in    the    hotel      business,    and 
also    In     the       boat    business.       He       had 
given    up    the      hotel    business      in    April 
of    last    year.      He    had    been    for    some 
time    engaged    in    a    shlpchandlery    busi- 
ness  in   the   employ   of    McQunde   *   Son. 
His  duties  were  to  visit   the  ships  In  the 
harbor    and    get    as    much    business    as 
possible   for   his  employers.      Oftentimes 
when    bluejackets    wer«    ashore    and    be- 
came   Intoxicated    stores    were    left    be- 
hind      This   was    one   way    such    stores 
accumulate*.     Witness  went  on   then  to 
give   the  names  of  several   ships     from 
which    he   had    at    time*    bought    stores. 
Including    paint,    candles,    rope,   biscuits, 
and   pork,  and  witness  had  had  dealings 
with  practically  all  merchant  ships  com- 
ing   Into   Esquimau    and    oftentimes      he 
wWld    lend    money    to    ship's    captains, 
who    would   b*    glad    to    repay    him    In 
stores  to  cover  the  debt.     Witness  own- 
ed   four   houses    in    Esquimau   which    he 
had    rented    to   various   navy   officers   at 
different    times.      He    had    often    found 
navy  paint  and  candles  in  these  houses 
left  then*  by  the  officers.     Another  way 
witness  had  accumulated  stores  was  in 
having  part   of  a   scow  load   left   on   his 
hands  when  a  ship's  crew  was  so  drunk 
they   could   not    take   It  all   off  and   the 
skipper  put  to  sea  In  a  hurry.    On  many 
occasions   ship's   stores  were  left   In   his 
place  in  Esquimau  and  never  claimed. 
Answer  to  Charges 
Tn   answer   to   the   charges   in   the   in- 
formation laid    by   Captain   Vivian   wit- 
ness   declared    that    the    paint   and    can- 
dlea  mentioned  In  the  Invoice  In  question 
were    not    navy    candles   or    paint      and 
that    there    were   fto    goods    Included    in 
the  Invoice  which  witness  knew  to  have 
been   stolen. 

Witness  recounted  various  Interviews 
he  had  with  Bullook.  the  Informer.  In 
one  of  which  Bullock  had  tried  to  ex- 
tract money  from  him  to  pay  lawyers' 
bills.  Day  told  him  thst  he  was  a 
grafter,  to  ret  out.  and  Bullock  went 
away  muttering-  that  he  would  fix  Day 
and  Spratt  and  all  of  them.  Later  Wit- 
ness had  seen  Bullock  shout  a  bill  of 
goods  owing  to  him  and  Bullock  had 
said  that  Dsy's  stuff  was  so  old  and 
rotten  that  they  would  not  pass,  his 
bill.  Bullock  aald.  however,  that  for  a; 
consideration  he  would  put  Day*e  bill 
through. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Alkman  for 
the  prosecution.,  witness  admitted  that 
some  of  the  goods  he  bought  of  mer- 
chant ships  were  smuggled  goods.  Wit- 
ness had  kept  no 'books.  When  he  felt 
like  selling  some  goods  he  went  around 
to  local  firm*.  Ho  had  sold  rope  and 
other  atores  to  various  firms  but  had 
sold  paint  and  candles  only  to  the  Vic* 
torla  Machinery  Daaot  He  had  never 
cleared  any  goods  through  the  customs 
house, 

Mr.  Alkman  in  examining  witness 
made  a  statement  affecting  Mr.  Savage, 
a  previous  witness,  who.

KLC, 
took  Mr.  Alkman  to  task  at  once  ac- 
cusing him  of  insinuating  against  hie 
own  witness.  Mr.  Alkman  declared  that 
It  wa*  a  perfectly  Justifiable  Insinua- 
tion. 

Custom  Konss  Wee 

Asked  W  Mr.  Aikmaa  why  he  had 
paid  the  customs  nutihorltl**  110*0  Mr. 
Day  said  he  did  *0  on  advice  of  counsel. 
Mr.  Alkman  asked  why  witness  had 
gone  to  Mr,  Henderson  for  help.  Mr. 
Henderson  and  Mr.  Helmeken,  K.C..  rep- 
resenting1 accused,  both  objected  but 
court  allowed  the  question.  Witness 
said  he  called  in  Mr.  Henderson  because

Mr.  Alkman:  "Who  do  you  think  kas 
the  strongest  motive  for  perjuring  him- 
self; Reid  -who  by  telling  what  he  says 
is  the  truth  stand?  to  l«"e  his  pension 
and  go  to  Jail,  or  yoursalf  who  by  tell- 
ing an  untruth  have  a  chance  of  getting 
off?" 

Witness:  "1  have  told  you  the  truth." 
Court   objeeted   to  speculative  questions.

Court  was  adjourned  to  two  o'clock. 
Afternoon  Session 

Loon  Camsousa,  of  P.  McQuade  & 
Son,  said  he  had  known  accused  twelve 
or  fourteen  years.  He  described  Day's 
place  of  business  at  Esquimau.  Witness 
knew  that  Mr.  Day  had  desllngs  with 
masters  of  vessels.  He  mentioned  sev- 
eral steamers  and  vessels  with  which 
he  said  accused  had  dealings  with.  Wit- 
ness said  captains  of  vessels  had  the 
right  to  truck  and  trade  -with  their 
ship's  stores.  Ships  often  were  anxious 
to  sell  stores.  Paint  was  the  principal 
Item  in  such  stores.  There  were  also 
candles.  Witness  was  shown  some  of  the 
navy  candles  in  court  aa  exhibits.  He 
suld  there  were  candles  of  a  similar 
kind  In  town.  Asked  how  captains  would 
come  to  sell  paint  here  witness  said  It 
might  be  condemned  paint  or  paint  of 
a  shade  which  was  not  being  used  on  u>e 
vessel.  Witness  said  Mr.  Day  was  P. 
McQuade   &   Son's   launchman. 

Asked  by  Mr.  Alkman  if  his  firm  had 
ever  handled  any  candles  similsr  to  the 
exhibits  in  court  witness  said  he  had. 
lie  bad  gone  to  the  Imperial  Oil  Co.  and 
asked  for  a  sample  of  their  candles. 
He  obtained  one.  Witness  produced  the 
sample  candle  Compared  with  those  in 
court  It  was  similar  in  sis*.  Witness 
would  not  say  that  It  had  a  rounded 
end  similar  to  those  tn  court.  Asked 
about  the  paint  In  court  witness  could 
not  say  that  his  firm  handled  any  paint 
in  drums  exactly -similar  to  the  drums 

in  court 

Witness  stated  that  he  had  gone 
down  to  the  Machinery  Depot  after  the 
selxure  and  had  seen  the  paint  seised. 
He  could  not  identify  It  as  having  come 
from  his  firm's  warehouse. 

To  his  honor  witness  said  white  lead 
was  selling  at  from  IM  to  1  centa  a 
pound    last   September. 

Tire    Ofcief 's   »riMsMS 
Thomas   Davis,   chief   of   the   Are  de- 
partment,   formerly    a    resident    «>f    t"d- 
ronto,    said    he   had   seen    the  informer 
Bullock   in   Toronto   where     the     latter 
was  running  a  rag  carpet  weaving  fac- 
tory  on  Queen  street.   Witness   had  al- 
ways known  Bullook  as  Alf  Bullock  in 
Toronto.  He  had  known  him  there  for 
many  years.  The  chief  was  then  a  lire- 
man    stationed    in    k    lire    hall    not    far 
from  Bullocks  factory.  To  the  best  of 
the  chief's  memory  and  belief  the  in- 
former in  this  case  wss  the  same  man. 
Richard  Currle.   night   watchman     at 
the   VlotOMa   Machinery    Depot,    wss   In 
August  last  for  three,  weeks  assistant 
to  Bullock  In  the  store  department  Pre- 
viously witness  had  been  for  more  than 
twenty   years  'she*   foromen     for     the 
Caledonia  ftaUjra?  Company  In     Soot- 
land.     Witness*    had     handled     certain 
boxes   of  candU*.    Acting  on  Mr.   Bul- 
lock's   orders    witness    had   carried    the 
caudles  in  oft  the  street  weighed  them 
and  prted  them  alenji  with  other  boxes 
of  candles.  The  only  mark  witness  no- 
ticed was  the  word  "*>rl*e"   on  one  or 
two  of  the  Hds.  The  box**  w*t*  similar 
in  *la*  to  those  In  court  the  boxes  bad 
no  yellow  bands  such  as  those  In  court 
Witness  did  not  know  hew  .many  b*«*s 
there   wcts.

NEW  YORK,  Sept.  85— The  most  ex- 
tensive decline  In  stock  prices  which 
haa  been  knowa  since  tttt,  !anS  *,ow«- 
ward  move  began  esrly  last  month  oc- 
curred today.  The  decline  was  not 
concentrated  so  largely  on  United 
States  Steel  sa  last  week'a  up- 
upheaval,  but  extended  through  the  en- 
tire active  Hat.  Pricea  gave  way  In 
every  quarter,  snd  the  loaaea  of  many 
of  the  leading  Issues  ranged  from  4  to 
«i  polntH.  In  the  late  trading  the  mar- 
ket developed  pronounced  strength,  and 
utocka  rose  almost  as  abruptly  .  a» 
they  had  declined.  The  end  of  the  aea- 
blon  found   the  losses  greatly  reduced. 

The  day  begun  In  comparative  quiet, 
and  although  the  market  btlll  showed 
signa  of  nervousness,  the  first  hour  wit- 
nessed no  unusual  tiuctunlioiis.  Be- 
fore noon,  however,  the  selling  increas- 
ed to  enormous  proportions.  Order*  to 
.sell  Hooded  the  market,  which  brnks 
perceptibly.  Almost  all  the  lending  Is- 
sues fell  to  new  low  points  of  the  year. 
Union  1'acillc.  which  was  the  object  ol 
particular  pressure,  broke  6*4  io  15  Vs. 
Heading  broke  u,  St.  Paul  4,  Northern 
I'acltlc.  Southern  pacific,  Canadian  l'u- 
cillc,  Oreat  Northern  preferred  and  L,c- 
ttf*H»    V«44«-y    4   **f  4U***«- 

Amnng  ihe  industrials,  Uw  metal 
shares  were  especially  weak.  Selling 
of  V.  H.  Steel  was  extremely  large,  al- 
though Reading  and  Union  Pacific  were 
thrown  on  the  market  In  almost  as 
heavy  amounts.  U.  S.  Steel  reached  a 
low  point  of  51  &-»  to  decline  of  4  a-8. 
Amalgamated  Copper  lost  i%.  Ameri- 
can Smelting  3%,  and  Anaconda  3. 
American  Beet  Sugar,  American  Cotton 
Oil.  Virginia-Carolina  Chemical,  Nation- 
al Biscuit  and  U.  S.  Express  broke  4 
points. 

Attorney  General  WickershanVs  inti- 
mation that  a  tentative  plan  for  the 
dissolution  and  re-adjustment  of  the 
American  Tobacco  company  had  been 
agreed  upon  as  the  signal  for  the  re- 
covery. Th;  upward  movement  began 
In  the  American  Tobacco  securities.  On 
the  -curb'  the  common  sharea  rallied 
IS  points-  The  preferred  roe*  from  91 
to  H3'«  on  the  atock  exchange,  and  both 
the  4  per  cent,  and  the  6  per  cent. 
bonds  scored  good  advances.  The 
movement  extended  to  the  remainder 
of  the  market,  and  before  the  close  the 
bidding  became  spirited.  Recovering^ 
ranged  from  1  to  4  points.  U.  S.  Steel 
and  some  active  atocka  closed  with 
only    fractional    losses. 

While  today'B  break  was  attributed 
to  powerful  speculative  interests,  com- 
mitted to  the  bear  side  of  the  market. 
It  was  evident  that  liquidation  on  a 
large  scale  was  still  in  progress.  As 
the  decline  proceeded,  liquidation  in 
speculative  holdings  was  forced,  and 
for  a  time  the  market  waa  threatened 
with  utter  demoralization.  It  waa 
hinted  t*iat  the  government  was  about 
to  begin  proceedings  against  other 
large  corporations. 

Transactions  in  atocks  amounted  to 
1.448. 800  sharea.  the  largest  total  since 
June    SO,    1»10. 

Bonds  also  were  very  active.  Total 
sales  of  bonds,  par  value,  M.1.'0&,1>00; 
V.  S.  Government  bonus  **t«  un- 
changed   on    call.
